No More Legislation Before Adjournment 


Tomorrow—A Few Peculiar Incidents 
Which Glto lilso to Con uldcroble Gos- 
sip. 
WASHIXCTOX, Av.g. 27.—The last month 


ef the present session of congress, except- 
ing the 10 days during which the tariff bill' 
has been in the president's hands, has been 
fairly productive of general legislation. 


All of the appropriation bills have be- 


come laws. The general deficiency and 
sundry civil bills were both signed late in 
the session. The latter measure embraces 
two important pieces of legislation—the 
appropriation of KOO.OUO for a government 
exhibit at the cotton states exposition to 
be held at Atlanta, and the cession to each 
of tho and land states and tho states which 
may bo formed from the territories of 
1,OUO,UUO acres each of desert lands for 
reclamation. 


Tho bill to subject to stato and mu- 


nicipal taxation national bank notes and 
United States treasury notes, undor the 
same provisions by which gold, silver nnd 
other money is taxed, became a law on the 
13th. 
It is left optional with tho states, 


however, to tax those exempted forms o' 
money. 


Among th'e acts of the session relating 


to tho military was a law regulating en- 
listments in the regular army upon new 
principles, most important "of which ura 
that recruits in time of'peace must ba 
citizens of tho "United States, or have de- 
clared their intention to become- citizens; 
must be able to rend, write and apeak the 
English language and be undor SO years of 
ago, 
- ' 


To promote the efficiency of tho naval 


militia, congress'authorized the temporary 
loan to any state making application for 
it, of any vessel of the navy which was uoc 
fitted for regular service. 


For tho Boneilt of jrarlncrd. 


A law was enacted providing that tho 


stations on tho Atlantic and Gulf coasts 
shall bo manned I'rdm Aug. 1 to June 1 j 
following, und those on the lakes from tho 
opening to the close of^iiavigation; also 
extending tho benefits of the miu-lue hos- 
pitals to the crews of those stations. 


The quarantine laws were amended to 


exempt vessels plying between nearby 
ports of the United States and Cimndu and 
Mexico. Tho act relating to lights oufish- 
ing vessels was continued in force by spe- 
cial enactment. Range lights, as well as a 
lightship with fog signal, wero established 
In Boston harbor. 


The towns of Manchester and Vernon, 


Conn., were annexed to tho customs dis- 
trict of Hartford, and the city of Rock- 
vll'.c, Conn., was made a port of delivery. 


Tho laws relating to barratry on tho 


high seas wero so amended as to nmko Im- 
prisonment for life or for a term of years 
tho punishment in cercain cases. 


The most important act emanating from 


the common judiciary were: An actfortho 
protection of persons furnishing -materials 
and labor for the construction of public 
works by allowing them to bring suit 
against contractors in tho name of the 
government; ono changing the lines be- 
tween the judicial districts of North 
Carolina, and an act amending tho fund- 
ing act of Arizona. 


The Judiciary. 


The contest between the interior de- 


partment snd the railroads operating in 
Oklahoma was settled by the enactment 
of a law compelling the roads to maintain 
depots and stations at all town sites on 
tho linos established by the deportment. 


An act vros passed extending from four 


to five 3-ears the limit of time within which 
final proof may be made by settlers who 
have declared their intention of taking up 
desert lands. 
Affidavits in liuid V-itry 


cases made before a United States commis- 
sioner, instead of a United States circuit 
court commissioner, were made valid by a 
special enactment. 
Other legislation re- 


lating to publlo lands includes nil act to 
onablo the stato of Montana tc select 051 a 
part of the lands granted to her on becom- 
ing a state any of the lands in the Bitter 
Boot valley above the Lo Lo fork of the 
Bitter Boot river; an act extending tho 
time of payment to purchasers of lands of 
the Omaha tribe of Indians in Nebraska to 
Dec. 1,1807, and a grant of public land In 
Castino, Me., for use as a park. 


Tho houso committee on labor has 


authorized an Investigation Into the effects 
of machinery on labor with reference to Its j 
productive power and effect \ipon wages, I 
hours of "vrork and employment of •'vomen | 
and children; also an investigation of uhe 
extent of the employment of women and 
children and the conditions under which 
they work. 
Both inquiries will be con- 


ducted by the commissioners of labor.
